plates cost five dollars, how much 
would the knives .and forks and other 
essentials to an occasion like this 
cost." (Laughter.) 


Mr. Glascock then said that he and 


others had earned, by. reason of years 
and long practice,

"boys." . He then entered upon a dis- 
cussion of what law is, its importance, 
whence It had come, and 'tne perpet- 
uity which It was

In 


giving to society. ,He also answered 
aspersions 
and . denied charges fre- 


quently made against the professioVi. 


DIGNITY OF LAW. 


He did not think- that any 'man out- 


side the law really knew what' law 
was. It had been! thrown In his face 
that a lawyer was a stlrrer up of-dls- 
turbance in, order that, he might reap 
the benefit. He asked if it were, true 
that lawyers set man against man that 
they might reap the benefit, and an- 
swered 'no, emphatically, no. The man 
who looked up to the shining principles 
of the. law. would not do that. A law- 
yer would be the. last-man "in 
the 


world to do it. Lawyers, too, he said, 
were charged with staking ''suits on 
technical,grounds^ He said that that 
was simp'ly'-what the law allowed. Was 
the law, as- such, to blame for that? 
No, a thousand times, no. A man •com- 
mitted a murder. 
An' attorney de- 


fended him, but society stood by. and 
said, "The 'murderer is "an/outcast;" 
But it was, society (which made the 
aw.. The attorney gave.'to the mur- 
derer only the -protection which so- 
ciety gave him through the law. 
If j 


one stood up as- a vGod-fearing- man, I 
there was no reason why he should I 


could not be blamed any more than 
the doctor or the minister. 


The speaker. then gave a brilliant 


definition of Society, and of Society he 
said that law was really the soul, and 
also of all the moral activities which 
go to make up a great nation. Society 
meant more than the mere Joining of 
people. It meant permanence. People 
might die. Corporate existence endur- 
ed forever. Law waa but a digested 
system of rules. There was something 
to which they could look up to when 
they said "this Is the law." That was 
why it was revered. 


The true lawyer was & patriot! a 


statesman. Not a statesman, however, 
Ip the sen.ie of one who maps out pol- 
icies, but one who wedded personal 
liberty to freedom. If 'he was not a 
creators-he was at least a preserver. 


PASSING OF THE ERMINE. 


Mr. Glascock then paid a compli- 


ment to the Bench of Alameda county, 
which had always had, he said, hard 
and intelligent workers. 
There had 


never .been a taint upon their reputa- 
tion in the forty years that he had 
known It. 


"The Judicial ermine," he continued. 


"is passing along. It has passed to 
Judge Waste from, a, man who went 
higher. It .has passed to the tall syca- 
more of Pleaeanton (Harris) a man 
fit.to wear it... It passes to him clean, 
and, if I know him. It shall also pass

The Judge then told a story about a 


man who was making his flrst trip In 
the berth of a Pullman sleeper, and 
who waa found, sometime after retir- 
ing, vainly striving to get Into "the 
hammock." He Illustrated by this a 
tendency of some- people to keep on 
one side; that they should get In the 
middle, and not press against the push 
button. 


"You gentlemen of the Bar," he con- 


tinued, "stand on one side. The man 
on the Bench has to consider 
both 


sides. 


"I can say that this Is a distinguish- 


ed assemblage, and that the Bench and 
Bar are Improving all the time. 
I 


think that the world really is advanc- 
ing. The education of lawyers becomes 
better as time goes along. We have 
not been paying much attention to ad- 
missions to the Bar. 
We should see 


that no man Is given admission to the 
Bar unless he Is well-grounded in 
principles of the law.

Stanley Moore talked ' entertaining- 


ly-about the "Kids," telling a number 
of episodes In which several members 
of the. bar-figured. Hi admitted the 
impeachment of being a "kid" and 
that he and "the other young practi- 
tioners found It -difficult to win their 
cases- be'cause. of their 
youth.

About Some Reforms 


in San Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 25.-A 
lot of people have 


begun to ask what is going to happen to San Francisco under 
the forthcoming administration. Sehmitz and Euef have de- 
clared with all sorts of emphasis that they are going to give San 
Francisco the best government that it ever has known. That is 
a declaration that has always been taken with a grain of salt 
^vhen it has been made heretofore. Sehmitz continually has de- 
^ dared, and Euef has seconded him in the declaration, that this 
city was having a better government than it ever had under 
<Pholan, Pond or Bartlett. The dogs on the street knew that 
this was not so. 


But ncm Sehmitz has promised, and he has said it with the 


intonation of a man that means what he says, that the streets are 
to be fixed and improved; that the Police Department is to be 
purified, and that all the departments of the city government are 
to be brought up to the standaid of proficiency now held by the 
School Department. The School Department is under the dom- 
ination of President Eoncovien. It so happens that Eoncovieri, 
though latterly famous as the leader of a band, stood very well in 
tbe class of '82 in the University of California, and he has shown 
himself to be an honor to his Alma Mater. 
He has become a 


missionary in school work, talks of nothing but the schools, 
dreams of nothing but the schools, and acts for nothing but the 
schools. Ably seconded by Larry Walsh, he has brought the de- 
partment into a condition of peace and efficiency that it never 
before has known; and now, Sehmitz promises that all the de- 
partments will be brought xip to that standard. 


Of course promises are merely wind 
In politics they are 


made to be broken. But something is already doing, and that is 
what worries people and makes them wonder what Sehmitz and 
Buef will do next year when they have control of everything. 
Police Commissioner O'Grady went down to Los Angeles with 
.Sclunitz and Ruef. He came back in a hurry to look after the 
'"charges made against policemen in his department. 


The Police Department is rotten. It could hardly be worse. 


Graft is open in it everywhere. The Chief is an associate of 
bunko steerers. He makes no bones of dining with them or 
talking with them in the open. The rascality in the department 
was abundantly shown at the time of the newsboys' strike 
t 


against "The Bulletin." But evidently something is about to 
happen. There is a stir all along the line. 


The first thing we knew after O'Grady had come back from 


Los Angeles was that Chief Dinan issued an order that all pool 
selling in cigar stores and saloons T\ as to stop 
Everybody, in- 


eluding Chief Dinan and the police, has known that this pool 
selling has been going on—and that it has .been going on for a 
long time. Bets are made with pool sellers on everything from 
baseball to the races. If Dinan really intends to stop it, he can 
do it in a week.» If he had not intended to stop it, he hardly 
would have issued the open order and in this way called atten- 
tion to the violation of the law that had so long been winked at. 


But this is not all 
For many years disorderly houses have 


flourished in what is now the A ery heart of the shopping district. 


At times there has been some effort to do away with these 


places, but there has been no seconding help from the police 
authorities. The thing that went on during Phelan's adminis- 
tration has been continued for four A ears under Sehmitz. But 
now the word has gone out that these houses on gutter street and 


Grant avenup must be closed, and the owners of the property 
will be compelled to improve their valuable holdings and devote 
them to respectable purposes. 


That begins to look very much as if we were to have a re- 


form administration. 
The goody-goody ideas may or may not 


prevail long, but just how far they will go before there is an end 
to them1 remains to be seen. Already enough has been done to 
make people wonder how much more will be attempted. Every- 
body is praying that our Board of Works will be reformed; that 
something honest will be done in the way of putting our dis- 
reputable streets into reputable condition, and that the police 
force will be compelled' to rid the city of the bunko steerers aftd 
pickpockets who are known to all the detectives, and who pro- 
vide a protection fund out of their dishonest earnings to keep 
the police from molesting them. 


Sehmitz has come home from his vacation, and the curiosity 


as to what he will do in the broader civic affairs is very much 
larger than the inquiry as to who is to be given the jobs at the 
City Hall. That the Mayor and Euef will be besieged with appli- 
cants for favors goes without saying. 
But in their present 


mood not so much attention will be paid to patronage as to the 
wider ideas of civil government. 
' - 
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'' Nothing succeds like success.'' Our Merchants' Asssocia- 


tioh a few months ago regarded Sehmitz as a leper, and seemed 
to fear that if the Mayor was touched the whole association 
would be contaminated. But now that Sehmitz has triumphed 
and has carried into office with him the entire Union Labor 
ticket, the Merchants' Association has invited the Mayor to ad- 
dress its membership at its annual banquet next month, and has 
invited all the Union Labor officials to be guests on that occasion. 


It will be remembered that only a little while ago when Sec- 


retary Taft came through San Francisco, and when the Mer- 
chants' Association and the other civic organizations gave him a 
banquet, the Mayor was studiously excluded from that • feast, 
which turned into an effort to break down the Chinese Exclusion 
Law and bring the yellow men to these shores. At that banquet 
there presided one Andrea Sbarboro, President of the Manu- 
facturers ana Producers' Association; and now I am told that 
one of the very first letters of congratulation received by Mayor 
Sehmitz after his triumph and re-election was from this same 
Andrea Sbarboro who had presided at the banquet from which 
the Mayor was so stubbornly excluded. Such are the merchants 
of San Francisco, and it is small wonder that the people general- 
ly have gotten into the habit of laughing or sneering at them. 


There has been very little doing in politics this week. The 


meeting of the Eepublican County Central Committee was a 
farce. Neither side seemed to dare to bring the struggle for su- 
premacy to an issue. Arthur Fisk and the Herrin forces de- 
clared that they could have won the fight hands down, but I have 
noticed that whenever they are entirely sure of winning they go 
right ahead and win. This time they seemed entirely willing to 
postpone the contest until January 23rd, and there is no telling 
whether they will settle the matter on that date or not. There 
was a scare that the Supreme Court might overturn the primary 
law and so make the control of the County Committee worth hav- 
ing. 
But investigation proved that the question was not before 


the Supreme Court at all, and that the Court had already prac- 
tically determined the question of the constitutionality of the 
primary law in favor of the present statute. 


So there is not very much to fight over, except the question* 


of whether the Bef ormers can down Mr. Herrin in San Francis- 
co. There seems little likelihood that they will'be able to do it 
I have a notion that the Herrin men put off the struggle with „ 
the idea that they could make a combination with Buef, and, 
using Buef's patronage, completely put the Beformers to flight • 
Herrin and Buef are never very far apart. Their interests are 
too closely allied to permit them to go into a permanent quarrel. 
Now that Herrin has seen how powerful Buef jis, he probably 
will make it very much to the advantage of the curly headed boss 
to do business with him and the Southern Pacific. If he does, 
the Beformers will be able to count their County Cornmitteemen 
on the fingers of two hands. 
v"r ~& 
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Actor Mansfield has been rather more-a subject of discus- 


sion than politics during the week, and his engagement has only 
been a qualified success. 
He had an enormous house for the 


opening night in Don Carlos, and the people went away thor- 
oughly dissatisfied. He made no hit in the Merchant of Venice. 
But when it came to his famous Beau Brummel he was the same 
great actor as of old, and after he hads won a few half-hearted 
plaudits for his Bichard III, he came back with Baron Chevrial 
m the Parisian Bomance, in which he was certainly as great as 
Felix Morris might have been. 


But when Mansfield lectures in favor of a government thea- 


ter and the elevation of the stage, he makes theater-goers laugh. 
He never elevates the stage except through his own personality. 
No great actor ever has brought to this coast such indifferent 
companies as he brings with him. The contrast with the com- 
panies which Barrett, Booth and John McCullough used to 
gather around them, is painful. And Mansfield does little or 
nothing for the drama in the way of securing new plays. When 
he brings to us nothing unusual except the Don Carlos of Schil- 
ler and the Misanthrope, in which Moliere scored a failure, ^» 
naturally wonder how much encouragement he is giving to living 
dramatists who expect royalties on their productions.

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Of far more importance than either Mansfield or politics b

LYMAN SCHOOL FOR BOYS. 


BOSTON, Mass., Nov. 6, 1905. 


I dou^t If there be an institution of its 


kind in the United States that enjoys a 
better reputation and more deservingly 
than the Lyman Industrial School for 
Boys, at Westboro, Mass., out cf Wor- 
cester a Jew miles. 
It h^s had more 


than half a century of experience, and 
that experience has not boon lost on tho 
manasemerit whether it has on tha gen- 
eral public or not. Thera are lessons 
thre to be learned by those in tha busi- 
ness of reclaiming bad boys to useful 
lira. 


The 
congregate 
plan 
of 
reforming 


largely followed In California and most 
other States began to be given up at 
VvGstboro its long ago as 1861, and an 
entire change to the family plan of car- 
1ns? for these boys was effected in 1886. 


There are now eleven families on the 


ciirnpus, each having its own home and. 
; eaon numbering 30 to 88 boys, a house 
: master and a house mother, and one of| 


the teachers as a boarder. There is a| 


i central school building with morning, at- 
; ternoon. and evening school sessions. The 
: evening session is for only an hour, after 


i which there are short musical and devo- 
i tlonai exorcises in the 
ohapel.

i family goes home at 8 p. m. While, In 
: working hours, one division Is in school

is 
at work, and from 'early 
1 morning till 8 p. m. there is something

! and lights are out at a seasonable hour.

DOES NOT AIM AT HERDING. 


This is a flno institution finely equlp- 


ed, but it1 is not the (thief aim of the 
management to get boys into the Insti- 
tution. 
On the contrary, it Is a main 


purpose to get them out of it and keep 
thorn out. 
Before a lad has been sen- 


tenced to a term in this school he must 
have run the gauntlet of the probation 
officer, tho truant school and the official 
admonition of tha father or mother, if 
he have either, to look after the ways of 
tho lad lest the law look ai'ter the ways 
of the parent. Even when committed, If 
under twelve years of age, the lad Is not 
brought directly to this institution, but 
s stopped at a home of detention twelve 
miles away where a good man and a 


ood woman, and one or two attendants, 
o all In thtelr power for perhaps a year 
o redeem the boy to useful life. 
If 


heir efforts prove successful they find u 
lome for him in a private family, where 
LB will be sent to school and boarded at 
State expense, $2 per week and an al- 
owance of S25 per year for clothes be- 
ng provided. A cbnsiderable portion of 
;ho lads who have elsewhere proven In- 
corrigible are sifted out and saved at 
his half-way station. 
Only those who 


lave made an 'institutional record and 
jenerally a bad one are admitted to the 
l,yman Training School lor Boys. When 
at last they are admitted to this schoo 
:hey are not detained a day longer than 
they must be for their own well-being 
and some chances are taken on tha 
issue rather than run the greater risk 
of keeping the boys longer than there Is 
Imperative need for their remaining. 


WHAT BECOMES OF THEM, 


With an average number of 836 boy 


In the school for the twelve months 
ending September 30, of the current year 
there were C13 different lads 
in 
th 
school. Of those who went out 142 wen 
home to their parents, 88 were placet 
out on probation with others than par 
ents, and 49 were boarded out at Btat 
expense. Some few ran away and other< 
were transferred to the State Reforma- 
tory at Concord because of a proneness 
for running away, or because of the 
manifestation of unmistakable criminal 
tendencies. 
It has been ascertained at this insti- 


tution, what should have been apparent 
enough anywhere and at any time, that, 
whatever the home may be. tha strong- 
est tie a normal boy can feel Is the: 
home tie, and the most possible should 
be made of that tie. If parents are neg- 
ligent in proper home-making the State 
needs to concern itself first with the 
parents rather than with the boy. Per- 
haps the needed remedy may be applied 
there, and it there be a fighting chance 
for a home at home the boy should be 
left at home and not be sent to even the 
best reform school in the United States. 
Oftener than .otherwise tha fault was 
with the home and the parents before 
it was with the boy. 
Once in the school after probation and 


work with parents have failed to re- 
deem, a most intelligent effort, 
as It 


seems to be, Is made toward the reform- 
ation of the boy. Manual training, or 
Sloyd, here at Lyman School, as well as 
in the schools for the blind, the dsaf. 
the feeble-minded, and even the criml-. 
nals sent to Concord Reformatory, at- j 
fords 
the 
foundation 
of reformatory 


work. 
Superintendent Chapin unhesi- 


tatingly deci-.res it is the strongest fac- 
tor in the Intellectual development ot 
the refractory lads. Lyman School has 
had seventeen years' 
experience with 


Sioyd, was one of the first schools in 
America to employ the Swedish meth- 
ods, 
and it Is still given first place in 


school training. 
Let me say right here, too, that In the 


opinion 
of 
Superintendent Chapin, no 


one but a woman can teach Sloyd to 
best advantage. He has never been able 
to find a man who would, or could, in 
tills department, .take the whole boy to 
his heart, whereas a 
woman teacher 


not only teaches Sloyd as well as a man. 
but supplements the teaching with writ- 
ten and spoken exorcises on the history 
and qualities of the woods worked with ; 
and the tools used, so that every; step ' 
taken relates to real life with which the , 
boy has at last come into contact. 
I 


Sloyd, in this school, is carried on as 


far as forging and lathe work, and is 
then transformed into the initial stages 
of carpentry and cabinet making. 


The stay of the lad in the school av- 


erages only about 20.39 months, but the 
intelligent boy generally finds out about 
what he wants to do, and frequently de- 
velops a passion for doing something 
worth while. 
Gardening has 
e. place at 
Lyman 


School, and there I found 325 school 
gardens. The boys with rare exceptions 
take an enthusiastic Interest in both in- 


' door experimentation and study, and ea- 
• pecially in outdoor work. 


NO HIRED CAPTAINS THERE. 


There are no hired captains at Ly- 
man School. 
A\J the. captains, .needed 


are developed irdm the ranks, and the 
military feature, while sufficiently pro- 
nounced to give the boys carriage and a 
lesson in obedience, is not allowed to 
dominate the school or the characters of 
the boys. 
So large a liberty is enjoyed that there 


are some runaways, but Superlntedent 
Chapin would rather lose a hoy now and 
again \>T running away than to bold the

rest of them by discipline too rigorous 
to permit the development of an Inde- 
pendent, manly character. A second of- 
fense In running away is likely to land 
the culprit ut Concord Reformatory . 


Fifty per cent of the boys committed 


are reformed by natural processes of or- 
derly development of tha genus boy who 
has, generally speakins, here found his 
first chance to be something and to do 
something worth while. Perhaps 20 per 
cent more are reformed by positive work 
of the school and Its officers. 
A few 


more experience a genuine change of 
heart. Ten per cent, or fifteen per cent 
resist all efforts for their redemption, 
and graduate to some other Institution 
•where criminals are dealt with accord- 
ing to prison methods. 
PREVENTION BETTER THAN CURE. 


There are four probation officers, paid 


by the State, whose duty It e to find 
homes for tho lads ready to go out, and 
to visit them In those homes until they 
are twenty-one. 
The State Board of 


Charities also keeps in touch and visits 
the boys, reporting on them at least 
once a year. Massachusetts keeps a vig- 
ilant eye upon her bad boys and girls. 
It pays better to do that *han to have 
them adopt crime as a profession. 


A word as to the moral forces relied 


on for the redemption of the Massachu- 
setts bad boy: Foremost ID the person- 
ality of the attendants, 
lit • declared 


to be utterly Impossible to reform char- 
acter without the aid of m»n ol charac- 
ter. 
A redemptive personality Is one 


that Is "capable of transmitting a splr- 
Itual force from the soul of the man or 
the woman possessing such a personal- 
Ity to the soul o£ the boy." 
A main 
work of the Superintendent Is the secur- 
ing of subordinate officers who "0''™" 
this personality without which but little 
can be accomplished. 
Industry ranks second to personality, 


education third, and artificial, though 
useful, system of petty rewards for well- 
doing. In extreme cafes, a hickory limb 
las been known to do more than reli- 
gion, education, personality. Industry- 
even Sloyd—In enabling a 
refractory 


boy to "take a tumble to himself." when 
all else has failed It Is not thought beat 
to give a lad up as hopeless until the 
hickory has been applied! in accordance 
with scriptural Injunction. 
The Lyman School for Boys Is worthy 


of more attention than I have been able 
to give It.

Then he gives our 
brethren of the daily press a 
whack by saying, "high literary 
talent is not required of'the man 
or woman who writes for news- 
papers." What do the Examin- 
er's special writers say to that? 
(And how does it strike the fair, 
ladies who put the society news 
before the eager world, who write 
art notes, and have 
Interviews 


with prize fighters r He's a dream- 
er, at three dollars a dream, this 
ex-reporter of Lockport, N. Y. 
His judgment is based on his 
knowledge of Lockport reporters. 
Yet he says he knows all about 
reporters, and does not 
think 


much of them. "A reporter," he 
says, "works on; the local staff of 
a newspaper, usually receiving a 
fixed salary for :his services.' 
"Fixed"—yes. And if the report- 
er could only fix the man who 
fixes the salary? "He devotes 
eight hours a day to his work," 
says this seer. Then, I might add, 
after he has devoted eight hours 
to it, he usually donates a few 
hours more for good measure. 
But he seldom works more than 
eight hours at a stretch. 
"' It is not to be reporters that 
Heacock trains his pupils. 
De- 


spite the "fixed" salary and the 
eight hours, 
there .are other 


branches of newspaper work that 
pay better—that of correspond- 
ent, for instance, the qualifyfng 
for which is his specialty. The

sends

broadcast all over- the country, 
according to Heacock's' alluring- 
ly worded circular, and money 
just pours into his pockets. The 
whole thing is made easy by the 
circumstance .that "any intelli- 
gent person may become a news- 
paper correspondent .without any 
previous

is.
